The dating and placing of such a stylistic mixture offered a pretty problem.

Swales was keenly interested also in bird study, and was the moving spirit 
anizer of the Baird Ornithological Club of Washington, D.C. A graduate 
University of Michigan in 1896, with the degree of LL.B., he received 
the degree of LL.M. in 1897, and from 1912 until his death was a member 
overning board of its Zoological Museum. To this Museum he gave his 
n of about 2,000 bird skins, and, by bequest, his very considerable orni- 
cal library. In 1918, he was appointed honorary custodian of the section of 
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bird’s eggs in the National Museum at Washington, and in 1921 was 
honorary assistant curator of birds. While holding this latter office, he esta 
the Swales Fund for the study of rare, foreign birds. Mr. Swales was a me 
of many ornithological and other scientific societies. His own publicatic 
ornithology number over one hundred titles. He was also deeply interest 
anthropology, especially in relation to the American Indian, and in the 
history of the West.
